mado from 54 to 56 inches wide for 
years and no change has been neces- 
sary In this portion 
of the indus- 


try. 
With cotton fabrics particular- 


ly, and with silk to a certain extent, 
there has been a decided change In 
recent years, not so much because 
manufacturers wanted the change, but 
because selling conditions have neces- 
sitated it. 
There 
were 
sold a few 


years ago large quantities of narrow 
fabrics made from cotton, fabrics which 
were from 25 to 27 inches wide in the 
finished state. 
There are still large 


quantities of cotton fabrics which were 


great many instances a better profit 
upon the wide fabric than it is upon 
the narrow one. 


There are many manufacturers who 


have never gone into the matter care- 
fully enough, and do not realize that 
the cost of production is lower upon 
the wide fabrics than it is upon the 
narrow ones, and that quite often a 
profit can be secured upon the same 
basis of cost upon the wide fabrics 
where only cost or less would be se- 
cured for the narrow ones.
